he becomes hardened. He really cares very little for it, and he 
dodges it as a pin prick. 


Stress must be placed upon personal influence of the teacher 


and parent. 
Everyone having the care of boys, must build upon 


this. This is the principle, which must be the strongest, and" when 
rightly applied avails much in' bringing any incorrible boy into line. 


Many homes, as everyone knows, are not what they should be; 


especially is this true of the New England mill towns. 
Women 


marry and have never been taught how to keep their homes. 
There, 


is no education for its proper care and guidance, and because there 
is this crude sort of home-keeping there is traced to it this ill be- 
havior which will ultimately force the parent to send the children 
away from home. 


Take for instance the cases sent to the Lyman school. 
About 


one-fourth to one-third of the offenses committed by boys sent to 
this institution, are for petty larcenies, under various names; ritear- 
ly one-half were simply bad behavior under various legal names, 
children unchecked in discipline at home. 


Now a better home life, wiser methods of discipline, would keep 


boys and girls from disciplinary schools. No doubt about this, and 
I regard a disciplinary school as a necessary evil. The herding of 
misbehaved children has a great many drawbacks which I don't 
at all like. The parent aud the teacher must have strong, helpful 
personal influence, and this must be followed by a variety of in- 
terests in the growing boy or girl. The father and mother ought to 
be the best chums that the boy or girl possesses. 
When this trans- 


pires, and the children are feeling the personal influence of par- 
ents, there will be ''no necessity of resorting to the whip to ^dis- 
cipline a disobedient child. 
The parent will see a better method, 


and the unruly child will yield to a treatment that means more to 
him than the sing of the lash. 


The working men or women are not satisfied with luxuries; 


they are found neglecting home life, they spend more money, much 
more than men who were considered quite well-to-do when I was a 
small boy. The modern workingman is more or less of a spend- 
thrift, and it acts upon his home, it acts upon his children, and the 
children want more things than .those of seventy-five years ago.

Many efforts have been made to breed 
(bo alpaoa in different parts of En- 
rope aud Australia, but without suc- 
cess. A cargo of them was brought to 
Baltimore some time in the middle of 
the last century, but the experiment of 
raising them in the United States was 
likewise a failure. 

"Tbe cloth known as mohair comes 
from tbe Angora, goat, a very different 
animal from the alpaca. The angora 
is found in South Africa, but tbe lar-

OUR TIME STANDARDS. 


Th» Four Sections That Divide the 


United States. 


Erery'nation has ils own time stand- 


ard, but the United States lias four. 
These time sections, as'they are called, 
were introduced in the year 1SSR, 
chiefly for the bencfit-of tbe railroads, 
and are known as the eastern, central, 
mountain and Pacific. 
The eastern 


section extends from the Atlantic coast 
to an Irregular line drawn from De- 
troit to Charleston. S. C.; Uio central 
includes all between this line and au- 
otlier extending from Bismarck, N. D., 
to the mouth of the Bio Grande river; 
the mountain extends from here to (lie 
western boundary ot! Montana, Idaho, 
Utah and Arizona, and the Pacific in- 
cludes nil the remainder of the coun- 
try to the Pacific coast. 


The difference iu time- between ad- 


joiuiug sections is one hour, so that 
when It is 12 o'clock in New York city 
it is 11 o'clock at Chicago. 10 o'clock at 
Denver aud 0 o'clock at Sau Francisco. 
The true local lime of any place is 
slower or faster than the standard 
time, according as the place is west 
or cast of the time meridian. Thus the 
local time at Boston is sixteen minutes 
faster than eastern standard time, 
while at Buffalo It is sixteen minutes 
slower.—Uarper's Weekly.
